Delays in 
obtaining paper and in printing, 
and further delay in obtaining en- 
velopes for mailing the forms 
have made it impossible to com- 
plete the mailing of the blanks 
before March 10, he said.

Drop in Number Strikes. 

Figures compiled by the Bureau 
of Labor Statistics, United States 
Department of Labor, show that 
22 Toledo work stoppages between 
Jan. 1 and June 30 (15 days after 
the edo plan began function- 
ing) resulted in 49,000 man-days of 
idleness. In the final six months 
of the year 12 strikes resulted in 
the loss of 50,935 man-days. 

Only two of the 12 strikes in 
the last half of 1946 occurred after 
the committee had been called in. 
The garage mechanics’ stoppage 
was one of these. 

Ten of the 12 strikes were set- 
tled by the committee, with two 
‘being resotved with the aid of the 
United States Conciliation Service. 
Twenty strikes were averted by 
the committee in the six-month 

and 11 other disputes which 
not reached the strike stage 


were resolved. 

Five disputes were referred to 
the committee in January and 
mone in February, although two 
cases involving the Toledo Blade 
Co. and the Toledo Newspaper 
Guild, and the Haas-Jordan Mfg. 
Co. and the CIO-Textile Workers 
remain before the committee. 
Both are in the process of arbi- 
tration. Neither threatened to re- 
sult in a strike.

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PLANS TO SPEED STATE BILL 
ON RENT CONTROL OUTLINED 


Action of U.S. Senate to End Federal Regula- 
tion Cited by Senator David Horn, 
Pushing Missouri Measure.

JEFFERSON CITY, March 6 — 
Senator David E. Horn of St. 
Louis said today that every effort 
would be made to pass promptly a 
rent control bill in the Missouri 
Legislature in view of the action 
of the United States Senate yes- 
terday under which OPA will ex- 
pire June 30. The end of OPA 
makes it doubtful that rents will 
be controlled on a national basis. 

Preparation of the bill, which 
will introduced by Senator 
Horn and Senator M. C. Matthes 
ot Hillsboro, has been delayed by 
he illness of Edward J. Summers, 
egislative research attorney, who 
had it in hand. Summers returned 
to his office today, and said he 
expected to begin work on the bill 


immediately. 


Senator Horn said that he con- 
sidered it imperative-that the Mis- 
souri act be passed in time for it 
to become effective June 30. That 
will require the adoption of an 
emergency clause, which will re- 
quire a two-thirds vote of the 
elected membtrs of each House of 
the Legislature. 

Necessity Stressed, 

I have become more and more 
convinced of the necessity for this 
legislation,” Senator Horn said, 
“and I am thoroughly convinced 
that an authorized increase of 15 
per cent in rentals. will provide 
property owners with sufficient 
income to meet all their increased 
costs of operation. Our present 
thought is to provide for that in- 
crease. 

“However, I see that the ten- 
dency in Congress is to limit the 
It may 
be that the state law should con- 
form to the federal act, and if 10 
per cent is the ultimate decision 
of Congress, it may be advisable 
for us to lower the figure we now 
have in mind.” 

In advance of the introduction 
of the bill, there has appeared vir- 
tually no opposition to it, although 
it is expected that the opposition

REDUCTIONS DRAW 
WURORS’ REBUKE 


Circuit Attorney’s. Office 
Urged to Stop Practice, 
Get 2 Aggressive War- 
rant Men. 


Recommendations that the Cim 
cuit Attorney's office refrain from 
reducing felony charges to misde- 
meanors and that two aggressive 
men be obtafned to replace A8 
sistant Circuit Attorneys Harry A. 
Levi and Paul L. Dobberstein in 
the warrant office were made to- 
day by the Circuit Court grand 
jury. 

The jury's recommendations 
came in a partial report submit- 
ted to Circuit Judge William H. 
Killoren, who told jurors that 
their suggestions would be carried 
out in the circuit attorney’s office 
and in the courts as far as was 
possible. 


The grand jury investigation of 
the conduct of affairs in the ciri- 
cult attorney's office came after 
the Post-Dispatch disclosed that 
in 1946 no warrants were issued 
in lottery, gambling and hand- 
book cases, and that in numer 
ous cases charges were reduced 
iff the defendant agreed to plead 
guilty of the reduced charges.

Top hourly wages bus drivers 
receive from the St. Louis Public 
Service Co., are 16 to 25 cents be- 
low rates paid in Chicago, Detroit, 
Cleveland and Pittsburgh, a union 
representative asserted today. 

The statistical data was pre- 
pared by Frederic Meyers, counsel 
for the AFL, Amalgamated Asso- 
ciation of Street Electric Railway 
and Motor Coach Employes, and 
presented in the arbitration hear- 
ing on the Public Service Co. 
wage dispute. 

Meyers listed top hourly rates 
of. bus drivers in the five cities 
as follows: Cleveland, $1.33; De- 
troit, $1.v2; Pittsburgh, $1.30; Chi- 
cago, $1.24, and St. Louis, $1.08. 

He asserted that, while the Bur- 
eau of Labor Statistics reported 
the cost of living had risen about 
58 per cent fro mOctober 1940 to 
December 1946, Public Service Co.

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., March 6 
(AP) — Senator Taft (Rep.), Ohio, 
said today he believed we should 
try to adjust our whole economy to 
a 50 per cent increase in the wage 
and price level” over rates that 
prevailed before the war. 

Speaking at the annual conven- 
tion of the Amertcan Association 
of School Administrators, Taft 
said he doubted “if the cost of liv- 
ing can at any time be reduced 


to much less than 150 per cent of 
rewar.” 

“I believe we should try to ad- 
just our whole economy to a 50 
per cent increase in the wage and 
price level rather than to try to 
reduce it by deflation to anything 
like we had before the war. 


“Since teachers were in most 
casés underpaid, even before the 
war, the increase jn teachers’ sal- 
aries over prewar should probably 
be greater than 50 per cent.” 


Taft told the teachers the pres- 
ent tax burden “seems to me a 
complete discouragement of the 
very economic activity from which 
taxes come.” He said people on

TRUMAN PREPARING REPORT 
ON SUBVERSIVES IN U.S. JOBS 


WASHINGTON, March 6 (AP) 
—President Truman is preparing 
a recommendation to Congress to 
keep disloyal persons out of gov- 
ernment jobs, Lawrence Malloy, 
civil service counsel, said yester- 
day. He told a House judiciary 
subcommittee the President’s re- 
port on dealing with “subversive 
persons” will be sent to Capitol 
Hill soon. 

The subcommittee concluded 
consideration cf a bill intended to 
force any disloyal persons out of 
government service under threat 
of fine of $1000 and imprisonment 
for two years. It decided to hold 
up action until Truman’s recom- 
mendations arrive. 

Malloy expressed “alarm” at pro- 
posals in the bill for punishing 
employing officers and for persons

Inflation in Serap - Iron 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Recently you displayed a very timely 
cartoon by Mr. Fitzpatrick the 
nation’s economy hobbled by a shortage 
of railroad box cars. I would like to 
take the liberty of calling your attention 
to one of the factors behind this short- 
age and a factor that has even more 
far-reaching effects. 

Approximately 90 per cent of the na- 
tion’s steel is made by the open hearth 
méthod, which requires the addition of 
scrap iron to iron ore. At present the 
price of scrap iron is fantastically high. 
In many cases scrap iron dealers are 
getting more money for the scrap than 
the original products cost new. 

Scrap iron went up $25 a ton after 
OPA controls went off and its price is 
now approximately 300 per cent of the 
price a few months ago. 

Here is how this intolerable situation 
affects all of us: The price of finished 
steel has taken terrific price boosts, For 
example, steel reinforcing bars for vet- 
erans’ homes cost twice as much as they 
did in December. Any person who buys 
a new car or refrigerator stands no 
chance of a price reduction because the 
sctap-iron dealers say “No! We want 
our pound of flesh.”

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Rent Control Gets Death 
Federal rent and sugar control are rapidly on 
the way out by starvation for funds. Even if

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A Plea for the Small Taxpayer 


The Mires

Income tax laws are unjust to people with small incomes, authority 
says; he lists a series of inequities; points to denial of educational 
costs and limit on medical expenses; thinks tax rules are too com- 
plicated; urges Congress to provide “counsel for the oppressed.”

ver since the first lawmakers solemnly 
gathered together to think up the first tax, 
a basic canon has been “The tax shall be 
proportionate to the ability to pay.” Every 
time the American Congress squares away 
to draw up a new tax schedule this old 
maxim is waved in the oratorical winds, 


„Sometimes it is interpreted as a mandate 
to “soak the rich”—because their ability to 
pay is highly visible. More generally, the 
principle is one of taking a little from those 
who have a little, a lot from those who 
have a lot. 

That is why our income-tax forms are a 
phantasmagoria of exemptions, deductions, 
graduated surtax brackets, computations of 
capital gaing and losses, percentages piled 

on nets and all those other minutiae which 
— des! to make sure the tax burden 
is equita 

The only trouble with it all Is that it isn’t 

le. The well-intended hair-splittings 
Mave important factors in the tax burden 
unfairly imposed. And, contrary to general 
belief, most of these inequities fall upon the 
lower-bracket taxpayers. 


Excuse for Tax Injustice 


The excuse generally given is that in 
dealing with 40,000,000 or so taxpayers ar- 
bitrary lines must be drawn somewhere. 
But it is a grave question whether sim- 
plicity in statute and alleged difficulties in 
administration are reason enough for the 
shértcomings in the law. I think not. 

Let us examine some of the more obvi- 
ous tax discriminations. 

Uniforms and the cost of maintaining 
them ought to de a tax deduction when 
they are part of the requirements of a job. 
A couple of court decisions have said that, 
too. Contrast these costs with those of the 
fortunate group who wear their street 
clothes to work. But tax collectors are nig- 
gardly. They still refuse to allow the few 
dollars for even a nurse's uniform. 

Similarly, the cost of transportation is 
often a very heavy item in family budgets. 
Yet the Treasury persists in refusing to al- 
low it as a dedtiction on the income tax re- 
turn. That is tax injustice at its worst. 

A business man may wine and dine pros- 
pects to build up future years’ income and 
get a tax deduction for it. It seems fan- 
tastic that the salaried worker cannot take 
off the measly cost necessary to get to and 
from his work. 


Unfair to the Housewife 


The high cost of living has forced many 
a housewife from her domestic duties. Yet, 
when a skilled housewife makes best eco- 
nomic and social use of her talent, she is 

severely punished by our tax laws. The cost 


of a household substitute to do her domestic, 


work cannot be deducted on her tax return. 

A real inequity exists in the denial of 
educational costs. Expenses of a doctor in 
taking post-graduate courses—however nec- 
essary to keep posted in his work—cannot 
be deducted on his return. By some strange 
logic, the Treasury considers these ex- 
penses to be personal expenses. Yet these 
expenses produce the very income of these 
people that are taxed. 

Strange are the workings of the medical 
and health deductions. Medical expenses, 
up to the first 5 per cent of one’s income, 


must be borne as a personal ens. What 


— 


is equally bad is that there is a maximum 
limit to the deduction. Many a man who 
has accumulated his ills over years of la- 
bor finds that his medical expenses pile up 
at the wrong time—near the end of his 
journey. 

The Government certainly subscribes to 
Emerson's dictum that a foolish consisten- 
oy is the hobgoblin of little minds; only the 
taxpayer must be consistent——but the Gov- 
ernment, never. 

Take a cash-basis taxpayer, for example, 
who has received a promissory note as com- 
pensation. Does he have to report the 
value of the note as income, even though 
he has not yet received the cash? Why, 
certainly, says the Government, 


The Government Says No 


But suppose the same taxpayer, because 
of lack of immediate cash, has paid one of 
his own suppliers with a promissory note. 
No, says the Government, You must pay 
the note first before you can take the de 
duction. 

What happens to this taxpayer as a re- 
sult of the Government blowing hot and 
cold through both sides of its face at once? 
He pays a much higher income tax pre- 
cisely at the time he is short of cash. Only 
wealthier taxpayers can avoid the burden. 
They can pay debts in cash. 

Smith gives his widowed daughter a 
monthly allowance. She supports herself 
and three minor children. Smith can get 
merely one dependency credit; that is, an 
exemption of $500 


Yet if he directly supported each child 
he would get four exemptions aggregating 
$2000. To do so he would have to really in- 
terfere with the parental domestic man- 
agement of the mother of the children. 

It would be much better if Smith gave 
his daughter the money to manage her 
household as her reason dictated.’ The 
Treasury should not concern itself with leg- 
islative distinctions. 


Wide Margin for Errors 


One of the commonest inequities is where 
two or three members of a family under- 
take to support a dependent. ‘Yet none can 
take the dependency exemption because 


more than 50 per cent of the support was 


not furnished by any one person. This ex- 
emption should be given to at least one of 
the contributors. 

The taxpayer must make too many elec- 
tions that are irrevocable—and the errors 
made are horrible, The choice is often very 
difficult. The amount of tax should not be 
based on this type of intelligence test. 

In this period df postwar national read- 
justment it is high time that we put the 
spotlight of public scrutiny on the inequi- 
ties and discriminations against the indi- 
vidual taxpayer. Those cited here are but 
a small portion of a great mass well known 
to all of us who labor in this field. 

They all deserve the earnest attention of 
Congress. We seriously need counsel for

The Lost Lifetime 


DEVIL SY THE TAIL, by ston Moffett. (J. &

Many postscripts are being written te 
Charles Jdtkson’s “Lost Weekend.” Be 
cause the problem of alcoholism is of vital 
importance it is impossible to judge these 
books from a literary standpoint alone.

Death-Tax Dilemma. 


In the course of the conversa- 
tion, it came out that what this 
independent industrialist really 
feared was the inheritance tax.

Crazy-Quilt. 

This discussion points up the 
process of merger—the big fishes 
swallowing the little fishes— that 
has been going on at an ever ac- 
celerated pace since the end of 
the war.

Recently, at Frankfurt, Gen. 


Healthier Living Electrically 
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(Joseph T.) McNarney proclaimed 
a new amnesty for Nazi youth— 
that is, for nearly 600,000 people. 
At the same time, he expressed the 
hope that the economic plan re- 
sulting from the Anglo-American 
agreement would enable the region 
included in the two zones to be- 
come self-sustaining within three 
years. 3 

Every democratic Frenchman 
will agree with the general princi- 
ples posed by Mr. Bevin in his ad- 
dress of Dec. 22: namely, disarma- 
ment, freedom from fear, and ac- 
cess to principal world sources of 
wealth for all peoples. 

In a message addressed to the 
population of the British zone 
some time ago, Mr. John Hynd, 
British Minister for Occupied Ger- 
many and Austria, declared that 
raising the standard of living in 
Germany and the reconstruction 
of her peaceful industries was the 
first point on his program. He ex- 
pressed compassion for the dev- 
astated German cities, and we 
French cah understand him 80 
much the better for many among 
our own cities, as Rouen and 
Nantes, in the east and west, Or- 
leans, in the center, are experi- 
eneing the same plight. 

Our own experts have estab- 
lished, and their Anglo-Saxon col- 
leagues have concurred, that the 
food and health situation in Ger- 
many leaves much to be desired, 
that stocks are about to be -ex- 
hausted, ‘that miners need supple- 
mentary food rations, and that the 
prisoners are wretched. 

No Desire for Revenge. 
France would have failed in her 
tradition of. generosity had she 
desired to build her own security 
on the misery of her cruelest en- 
emy. We do not demand revenge, 
but justice only. Many of our 
fellow citizens are suffering ter- 
ribly. One would be appalled if 
an inquiry were launched into the 


‘situation of our middle class, our 


small stockholders, the little thrif- 
ty people of yesterday who lived 
on their savings and our old ‘age 
groups. ö 

Needy people can be seen at the 
doors of our welfare agencies, dig- 
nified people who can no longer 
conceal their plight. That is not, 
however, a reason to wish the 
same fate upon our neighbors.

WASHINGTON, 
newsprint shortage, like a bitter 
cake, should be cut into equal por- 


large and small, the Senate Small 
Business Subcommittee was told 
yesterday at its inquiry into the 
tight newsprint situation. 

Of the witnesses who appeared 


at the subcommittee’s second open 
hearing, two bluntly urged a re- 
turn to Government control and 
allocation of newsprint. A third 
said federal regulation is the only 
alternative if voluntary plans for 
equitable newsprint rationing con- 
tinue to fail. 


The Rev. John 8. Randall of 
Rochester, N. Y., managing editor 
of the weekly Catholic Courier 
Journal, said the newsprint scar- 
city had given rise to a black 
market which, if permitted to con- 
tinue, would mean the death of 
the weaker publications and the 
survival only of the strongest. 


“If there is a shortage,” he told 
the committee, “let it be a short- 
age for all, with everyone bearing 
a proportionate deprivation. In 
this way, some publishers would 
not have large inventories of pa- 
per while other publishers are 
barely able to go to press. After 
all, because one is classified as a 
large publisher, and uses more 
paper, it does not follow that he 
serves a greater public interest 
than the publisher who worries 
along on far less paper.” 

Strict Program Urged. 

The only solution, he said, is a 
strictly executed arrangement 
under which the newsprint distri- 
bution would be fair to all pub- 
lishers. This can be done on a 
voluntary basis, he said, but if 
the problem is not remedied vol- 
untarily it will have to be solved 
“sooner or later” by government 
regulation. 

Randall, representing the Cath- 
olle Press Association, with a 
membership of more than 200 pub- 
lications, found in a poll of the 
association’s membership that 63 
per cent of those replying said 
they weve hard hit by the short- 
age of paper. Seventy per cent re- 
ported they are getting as much 
paper now as they did when it 
was rationed, but a majority of 
this group pointed out that it 
could not keep pace with in- 
creased circulation and advertis- 
ing demands. 


Anti-Trust Action Urged. 


H. H. Riemer, representing the 
Watchtower Bible and Tract So- 
‘ciety (Jehovah’s Witnesses), rec- 
ommended: 

(1) Action by the anti-trust 
division of the Department of 
Justice against domestic news- 
print monopolists who “manipu- 
late the market.” 

(2) Re-establishing of a gov- 
ernment agency to fix the price 
of newsprint at the prevailing 
saat price of about $84 a 

on. 

(3) Enactment of a ration law 
assuring an equitable newsprint 
distribution.

SPRINGFIELD (MASS.) PAPER 
ISSUED AFTER 23-WEEK STRIKE 


SPRINGFIELD, Mass., March 6 
(UP)—The morning Springfield 
Union was published today 23 
weeks after a strike of mechanical 
workers forced suspension of the 
city’s four newspapers. 

About 25,000 copies of the news- 
—paper were printed and distrib- 
uted by .non-union workers giving 
the city hours news coverage 
for the first time since the strike 
started last Sept. 27. 

The Daily News has been pub- 
lished in abbreviated form for 
three weeks by non-union super- 
visory workers. 

Both papers were similar in 
format to pre-strike editions ex- 
cept that they were limited to 
eight pages and carried only class- 
ified advertising.

There should be no doubt in the 
mind of either Phil Terranova or 
Charley Riley today that St. Louis 
fans would like to see them in a 
rematch. For 7710 persons turned 
out in the snowstorm last night to 
see the two of them box other op- 
ponents, Riley boxing a draw with 
Paulie Jackson, New York, and 
Terranova gaining a unanimous 
decision over Humberto Zavala, 
Mexico. 

And these two matches, each of 
them at 10 rounds, were to be 
warmups for the rematch of the 
thrilling contest of Feb. 22, 1946, 
in which Terranova knocked out 
Riley in six rounds. 

Yet, the match has not been 
signed although promoter Hans 
Bernstein beat the gun a bit by 
having tickets printed for his 
March 19 date with Charley and 
Phil's names on them. 

Come Now, Bobby, 

Bobby Gleason, manager of Ter- 
ranova, is not teo anxious for his 
boy to box Riley again. 

“What have we to gain by box- 
ing a tough puncher like Riley 
again?” Gleason asks. “Phil 
knocked him out once in a hard 
fight and that should be enough. 
Terranova wants a crack at a 
thle match and if we should box 
Riley and lose, we'd lose the place 
Phil now holds in the feather- 
weight division.” . 

And so on, and so on, far into 
the night. But St. Louis fans still 
want to see the two men box. 
Riley found a rugged customer 
in Jackson, a fighter who appar- 
ently has little. He doesn’t appear 
to be strong or rugged. He's not 
a fine boxer. He can’t hit. But 
he has a puzzling style which 
Charley wasn't able to solve in 10 
rounds, at least to the satisfaction 
of Judges Gene Farrell and Al 
Graff, wip voted the bout a draw. 
Referee Jimmy Parker scored it 
53 to 47 for Riley and the writer 
saw it 54 to 46 for Charley. But 
tinder the rules of the Missouri 
Athletic Commission the verdict 
of two of the three officials de- 
cides and in this case two decided 
it was a draw and that’s the way 
it is. ' 

The draw decision is substan 
ated in the commission’s rules 
governing boxing. Sectioa 21, No. 
5 on Page 29 states I two 
officials score it (the fight) a 
draw, the bout shall be declared a 
draw. If one official scores it a 
draw and if the other two offi- 
cials’ votes are divided between 
the two contestants, the contest 
(also) shall be declared a draw.” 

After a conference between Wil- 
liam Herring, St. Louis district 
member of the Missouri Athletic 
Commission and Charley Pian, his 
chief deputy, an official statement 
was made by Pian to the effect 
that the decision would go into th 
records as a draw. It was ex- 
plained that a misinterpretation 
of the rules at ringside resulted 
in the confusion over the verdict. 

Riley hit the harder blows and 
had Jackson in a bad way more 
than once, particulauy in the last 
half of the tenth round when he 
had Paulie listening to the birdies, 
but he was unable to bring his 
man down. 

Bad Night, Good Fight. 

Terranova found serious opposi- 
tion in Zavala, another unorthodox 
boxer who changed at will from a 
righthander to a southpaw. Zavala 
had a five-pound weight advan- 
tage over Terranova. He is taller 
and has a longer reach, but Ter- 
ranova overcame these handicaps 
to gain a unanimous. verdict 
which, however, did not meet with 
the approval of the crowd, for 
there were thunderous booes when 
the decision was announced. 

Still, it seemed fair. Phil forced 
the fighting and stung Zavala 
with hard punches occasionally. 


He opened a cut over the left eye * 
of the Mexican and suffered little & 


damage himself. But Terranova 
was unable to floor Humberto, let 
alone knock him out, and the 
more rugged Mexican at times 
staggered Phil with his punches. 

The two 10-round events were 
interesting and made the crowd 
leave the building in a good frame 
of mind, for the fans had put up 
with considerable inconvenience to 
go out on such a night. 

The preliminaries were none too 
exciting. Harry Szerzinski gained 
a decision over Mickey — an 
undersized lightweight from Pop- 
lar Bluff in the opening four. 
Gene McGovern, showing contin- 
ued improvement, defeated Ward 
Jenkins, San Francisco in one six 
while Eddie Dames won over Don 
Rocco, Louisville, in the other six- 
rounder, a dull effort.

Tips on Soldering. 


O you took a crack at solder- 
Sn and everything went just 

fine except that the join didn’t 
hold. Well, maybe you forgot a 
few of the fundamentals of this 
fascinating pastime. 

No kind of soldering iron will 
work worth a hoot unless it has 
been properly tinned. Heat the 
iron until any solder on the point 
melts, but don’t let the copper tip 
get too hot. Clean the point with 
a file or some other abrasive and 
then rub it on a brick of sal am- 
moniac, which will make the cop- 
per bright. Cover the surface 
with solder and wipe off any ex- 
cess with steel wool. , 

You've got to put flux on any 
metal before you can start solder- 
ing. The flux cleans the surface 
of the metal chemically and helps 
the solder to flow. o make it 
hard, different metals call for 
different fluxes. Rosin will work 
fine for practically all electrical 
work but aluminum and stainless 
steel not only take a special flux 
but a pecial solder to boot. If 
you don’t use a flug you're wast- 
ing your time. And it’s got to be 
the right one. 

No metal will take solder until 
it has been heated to the melting 
point of the solder. The hotter 
the metal the better and neater 
job you'll get in the end.

Man Behind Those Slug Rejectors

HE first guy who ever tried 

putting a pants button in a 

gum machine or a zinc washer 
in a peanut vendor unwittingly 
started a St. Louisan named John 
Gottfried on the way to a neat 
little fortune. Gottfried is -presi- 
dent and principal stockholder of 
National Rejectors, Inc., a ‘firm 
that manufactures the gadgets 
that go in automatic vending ma- 
chines and toss back to you all 
the. slugs, thin dimes, streetcar 
tokens and metal checks for a 
short beer that you might try to 
slip into the mechanism, 

A tricky little gadget not much 
bigger than the palm of your 
hand, the slug rejectors can be 
found on practically every one of 
the thousands of vending ma- 
chines that dispense everything 
from cigarettes and candy to golf 
balls and toilet seat covers in 
practically every restaurant, 
movie lobby, railway station and 
ladies’ and gents’ restroom in the 
United States. In fact, you can 
find Gottfried slug rejectors in 
many foreign cities and towns 
as well, since National Rejectors 
makes “honest johns” for vend- 


ing machines in 23 foreign coun- 


tries, 


“I made my first slug rejector . 


in the basement of my home in 
Brooklyn in 1928,” said Gottfried, 
who had come to this country 
from Germany in 1924, “but when 
I got the thing perfected times 
were good and people weren't 
trying to use so many slugs, or 
maybe it was that people were 
more honest in those days.” 

But Gottfried didn’t give up the 
idea. Came the depression and 
folks started putting more store 
by their pennies and dimes. They 
also started trying to put things 
over on the vending machines and 
times got so bad that the vending 
machine people began to find 
their “silent salesmen” half filled 
up with everything from car 
tokens to metal overall buttons. 
So Gottfried tried again and in 
1935 found the vending machine 
people ready for his idea. Today 
National Rejectors, Inc., does 
more than $3,500,000 worth of 
business a year and turns out 
these slug sorters in one of the 
most modern factories in St. 
Louis: And there is seemingly no 
end to customers. A new cus- 
tomer is an automatic vending 


machine company that has just 
taken the wraps off of a contrap- 


tion which serves you a cup of 
coffee untouched by human hands. 
This machine makes a cup of 
coffee for a nickel and you can 
get it black or with cream, with 
or without sugar, simply by press- 
ing the right combination of but- 
tons. National not only protects 
this new coffee machine from 
your trying to get your paper cup 
of java for a faucet washer in- 
stead of a genuine jitney, but also

provides the machine with an 
automatic change maker so you 
can have your coffee even though 
you haven’t the nickel and need 
change for a dime or a quarter 
to get it.

Having cornered 96 per cent of 
all the slug rejector business in 
the United States, Gottfried and 


his associates are now working 
on a new gimmick that may soon 


show up in something like night. 


annexes for super markets, This 
new gimmick is a vending cabinet 
so equipped that it can be set to 
sell merchandise at any price. Say 
the regular market closes at five, 
but you need a.loaf of bread or a 
bar of soap along about midnight. 
In the annex you will find these 
automatic vending machines sell 
ing the items. There are no at- 
tendants on duty, but you find your 
machine, insert your dime and out 
pops a loaf of bread. Or say that 
you’re buying hamburger at, say, 
46 cents a pound. ‘You just insert 
the right combination of coins to 
add up to 46 cents and there’s the 
meat for your midnight snack, 
“It’s a little bit fantastic to 
think that someday grocery stores 
might be entirely automatic, mar- 
keting their hundreds of items 


entirely from vending machines,” 
says General Manager F. C. Stef- 
fens of National Rejectors Inc., 
“but the idea of their having an 
open-all-night annex to sell cer- 
tain standard items from vending. 
machines is practically around the 
corner.” 

Steffens is credited at National 
with being the hero who saved the 
vending machine operators in 
America from a terrific headache 
during the war. In February of 
1942 the Government announced 
the debut of the new “war nickel.” 
It was to be a nickelless nickel, 
composed of equal parts of silver 


and copper. The vending machine 


operators practically had hyster- 
ics, They knew that the slug re- 
jectors on their machines, set to 
pass the pre-war nickel, would 
toss out the new nickelless nickels. 
Without even packing a _ tooth- 
brush, Steffens jammed on his hat 
and flew to Washington. He ar- 
gued with everybody from George 
Catlett Marshall down to the at- 
tendant in the cloak room at the 
Senate. Finally he got a hearing 
and convinced the powers that be 
that they were about to not only 
put the $250,000,000 vending ma- 
chine business in America into a 
tailspin but that they were actu- 
ally going to slow up war produc-

tion. Said Steffens: “Every war 
worker in America should have 
that candy bar if he needs a quick 
pickup for energy or a soft drink 
if he needs to slake his thirst. 
Imagine what happens if he puts 
one of these new war nickels in 
the machine and it’s turned back 
as a slug. Sure there will still 
be a lot of old nickels in circula- 
tion but no plant manager is go- 
ing to allow an employe time 
enough off to hunt for an old- 
style nickel to get his candy bar 
or bottle of soda.” 

The boys in Washington listened 
and gave in. But they told Ster- 
fens he'd have to “invent” a new 
nickel that would save nickel 
and yet be acceptable to Na- 
tional’s slug rejecting machine. 
Steffens said he’d do it. And he 
did. The substitute five-cent-piece 
was “invented” in National’s plant 
at 5100 San Francisco avenue here 
in St. Louis.

The day of the exact-change 
vending machine is just about 
over. Practically all of the new 
model vending machines will boast 
of National change makers in ad- 
dition to National slug rejectors. 
So if you drop a quarter into a 
pop machine, you'll get bark a 
bottle of sarsaparilla and 20 cents 
in change. 

At Nationals  spick-and-span 
plant, this reporter watched a 
couple of dozen, girls dropping 
coins and assorted slugs into 
combination change makers and 
slug rejectors. The slugs bore 
various inscriptions: “Good for 5c 
in Trade”, This Token Awarded 
For Skill“, ett. With human pre- 
cision, the machines made change, 
kicked out the slugs, and depos- 
ited the McCoy coins in the “cash 
register” of the machine. National 
buys the slugs from various slug 
manufacturers who still manage 
to do a little business even though 
National slug rejectors are guar- 
anteed to be able to spot 98 out 
of every 100 phony coins. 

Right now Gottfried is all 
hopped up over a couple of new 
mechanisms—one is a gadget to 


sell railroad tickets and another 


is an invention to play phono- 
graph records on both sides—first 
one side and then the other, with- 
out waiting to play the whole 
stack first on on. side and then 
on the other. According to him, 
both these inventions are pretty 
simple. But then with Gottfried’s 
turn of mind, not even the atom 
bomb is too complicated. He 
claims when he was a boy in Eu- 
rope he saw a machine that laid 
an egg. On the top of it was a 
phony hen that cackled when the 
egg rolled down the delivery 
chute. He took one look at it, 
understood just how it worked, 
and right then and there got the 
idea for his coin rejector that 
today keeps thousands of Ameri- 
cans from trying to palm off 
pants buttons and faucet washers 
as United States coins.

complication of the lungs such as 
pneumonia or atelectasis which 
slows their recovery by weeks. 
Atelectasis means that the tiny air 
sacs in the lungs collapse. These 
things have always been an im- 
portant after-operation hazard and 
they still are today though doc- 
tors now realize that much can be 
done to prevent them. 

Drs. Robert D. Dripps and Mar- 
gery Van N. Deming of the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania have 
worked out a safeguarding pro- 
gram which has reduced the num- 
ber of such complications among 
patients at the hospital of the 
University of Pennsylvania.

I SOMETIMES happens that 


for emergencies,. operations are 


put off for a week or two when 
patients have a cold, sore throat 
or similar infection. Patients who 
have had some irritation of the 
nose or throat which has lead to 
increased mucous secretion are 
given large doses of atropine 
which helps to dry up these secre- 
tions. 

If persons are suffering from 
some chronic infection of the nose, 
throat or lungs and cannot cough 
up these secretions they are 
sucked out through an instrument 
called a bronchoscope which can 
be passed into the lungs. If pos- 
sible, while on the operating table. 
the patient’s position is such as 
to favor the drainage of these se- 
cretions, which means that the 
patient’s head is somewhat lower 
than the rest of the body. It is 
well, also, to eliminate the infec- 
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tions in the teeth and the mouth 
before operation is performed.

FOLLOWING OPERATION, the

Pletely changed at least once 


every hour to keep fluids from 


settling at the base of the lung. 
If secretions collect in the nose 
and mouth these are sucked out 
by means of a catheter as often as 
necessary. In some cases it may be 
found necessary to have the pa- 
tient breathe carbon dioxide at 
frequent intervals, This tends to 
stimulate the breathing. 

The amount of narcotic or seda 
tive drugs is limited since these 
drugs have a tendency to depress 


the breathing. It has been found 
that these lung complications oc- 
cur more often in men than in 
women, among smokers and in pa- 
tients with chronic or acute res- 
piratory infections.

South’s jump to six spades, 
though somewhat speculative, was 
shrewd and imaginative. His part- 
ner’s double of the preemptive 
four-heart opening could scarcely 
be based on ‘heart strength exclu- 
sively, and South’s hand would 
need comparatively little support 
for a small slam. 

But, unfortunately, South's play 
was not up to the standard set by 
his own bidding. West opened the 
diamond queen. South won with 
the king, took out the trumps, 
then confidently led a diamond to- 
ward dummy, expecting to finesse 
against West’s “marked” jack. 
When West actually discarded 3 
heart, South was severely shocked 
—and completely helpless. East 
had a sure trick in diamonds and 
in clubs. 

Needless to say, in a great 
many cases the lead of a queen 
shows the jack as well, but in a 
deal of this type, and considering 
the four-heart bid made by West, 
declarer was naive in counting on 
the diamond situation. How much 
better it would have been to find 
out where the vital cards lay! 
And how: easy! 

West’s bid guaranteed a great 
many hearts—exactly how many 
was South’s duty to discover. Ruf- 
fing two hearts from dummy 
ould have revealed that West's 
suit was eight long, and he actu- 
ally showed two spades. Thus, in 
addition to his diamond queen, he 
had one club and another dia- 
mond, or two clubs and no other 
diamond, or no clubs and two 
more diamonds. Cashing the top 
clubs would disclose the actual 
holding, and when West followed 
to both clubs it would be ele- 
mentary to throw East in with 
the third club and force him to 
return a diamond from his located
